It is of importance to know first of all the re- 
action of the salts of alumina cn the rosin soap, 
and the famous material to which so prominent 
a part is attributed in the manufacture of paper, 
and which must be prepared daily by thousands 
of kilos. The resinate of alumina, is, indeed, 
well-known, but its properties are little studied. 
We find the following notice in Gerhard: ‘‘The 
salt of alumina is precipitated when alum is 
added to the resinate of potassa; it is fusible, in- 
soluble in water and alcohol, soluble in ether.” 
We shall first of all treat of the reaction of the 
salts of alumina on the rosin soap. This is very 
complicated. 

A watery solution of the resinate of soda gives, 
with the salts of alumina, a copious whitish and 
gelatinous precipitate, which has been always 
taken for resinate of alumina. On adding alum 
gradually, a change in the precipitate may be 
perceived by the naked eye when the alum is in 
excess. Using the same quantities of soap and 
alum as for sizing, and employing very diluted 
cold solutions, we can ascertain by the most 
simple reactions that the precipitate in question 
does not appear like a simple body, and that it 
does not possess the properties which are attrib- 
uted to the resinate of alumina. The precipitate 
coagulates on being warmed; it softens and 
sometimes melts when the temperature is ad- 
vanced to a few degrees beyond the boiling 
point and on adding a neutral salt. On adding 
alcohol and boiling, the greater part of the pre- 
cipitate dissolves, leaving only a few whitish 
flakes, which are easily recognized as hydrate of 
alumina. ‘The alcoholic solution is more or less 
colored. When this is diluted with water a char- 
acteristic precipitate of free rosin is formed. 

The presence of free rosin in the precipitate 
may be more easily shown by using other solv- 
ents, such as ether, chloroform, benzine, sul- 
phuret of carbon, &c. On adding ether and 
shaking moderately, the precipitate is almost en- 
tirely dissol ved ; the white flakes of the hydrate of 
alumina remain in suspension. The ether solu- 
tion, which is drawn off through a small pipe 
and evaporated on a watch glass, leaves a re- 
siduum of free rosin. The reaction is altogether 
different if only the strict quantity of the salt of 
alumina is employed for the precipitation. The 
precipitate which is formed is more gelatinous; 
it does not melt by boiling; alcohol dissolves 
only a small portion of it; ether, when freely 
added, dissolves most of it. 

Decomposition, according to our chemical 
views, takes place when the resinate of soda is 
precipitated by the sulphate of alumina in the 
proportions of equivalents. Resinate of alu- 
mina and sulphate of soda are formed as princi- 
pal products of the reaction. We obtain resi- 
nate of alumina in a pure state by collecting 
the precipitate on a filter, washing it with dis- 
tilled water and drying. To remove the resi- 
nate of alumina we treat the precipitate with 
alcohol, which dissolves the rosin, but very little 
of the resinate. The ether partially dissolves 
the resinate of alumina, and leaves after evap- 
oration an organic salt of alumina, in the form 
of a whitish powder, which doubtless constitutes 
the salt of alumina of one of the acids of the 
colophonium, and which melts at a temperature 
above 800 degrees. The resinate of alumina 
seems to be decomposed by the action of water 
and air. On roughly shaking the ether solution 
of the resinate of alumina with water, the lat- 
ter becomes turbid, and rosin can then be found 
in the ether solution. A quantity of resinate of 
alumina which was prepared nearly two years 
ago has almost entirely undergone this decom- 
position. The salt which used previously to dis- 
solve entirely in ether and which was purified, 
only now dissolves partially. The presence of 
the liberated rosin in the ether is easily shown. 

After the resinate of alumina has been dried 
in a compact body it cannot be decomposed by 
the acids, even when boiled. The acids and acid 
salts, such as those of alumina, do not attack 
the resinate of alumina, while, as we have just 
found, the resinate of alumina in a nascent 
sta'e is decomposed by alum. This difference in 
reaction depends on the different form in which 
the resinate of alumina is presented. The more 
compact resinate is decomposed on the surface; 
the rosin which is liberated recovers the re- 
mainder of the resinate and prevents the acid 
from having any access. By taking care to add 
& body—like ether, for instance—which is capa- 
ble of dissolving the rosin which is formed, the 
decomposition of the resinate takes place more 
rapidly, The resinate of alumina is not dis- 


solved by ammonia, but by caustic soda, 
and consequently on adding aluminate .of soda 
to the rosin soap no formation of resinate takes 
place. On looking into the results of those reac- 
tions we can even now give it as our opinion 
that there is only liberated rosin formed in the 
cylinder, and no resinateof alumina; The anal- 
ysis of the substances contained in sized paper 
should resolve the question. 

If we treat paper with a substance which dis- 
solves rosin, such as ether, chloroform, alcohol, 
or benzine, the paper will lose its non-absorbent 
property, but this does not prove that the 
resinate of alumina is absent, for we have seen 
that the latter is also dissolved in ether. Quan- 
titative analysis, on the other hand, gives us de- 
terminate results. The proportion of ashes is 
raised by vegetable sizing to nearly .7 to .8 
per cent. Exhausting the paper by ether, it 
loses from 2 to5 per cent., while it results from a 
large number of analyses that the ashes of this 
same paper lose little or nothing by the treat- 
ment. Consequentiy, the most important part 
of the extracted matter is liberated rosin, and 
not resinate of alumina. _ The analysis of the 
ashes is made according to the Bunsen method 
in a small spiral of platinum wire. The exhaus- 
tion of the paper to dissolve the rosin is a rather 
difficult operation and must be carried out very 
carefully. The rosin is only extracted little by 
little, as it is surrounded by such insoluble 
bodies as starch, hydrate of alumina, and some- 
times even gelatine, which are all insoluble in 
ether. If we use alcohol we shall find the resin- 
ate of alumina, as it exists in a marked degree 
in paper which have been sized by a bad process. 
The rosin is extracted more rapidly when the 
paper is warmed in an alcoholic solution with a 
little hydrochloric acid, which dissolves the salts 
of alumina and transforms the starch into 
soluble starch, dextrine and glucose, which are 
more easily acted on by the alcohol, so that the 
exhausting liquor, which in the wet papers was 
only permuted by diffusion, can then permeate 
more freely. 

We use the following method to extract the 
rosin: A slip of paper, dried at 100° C, and 
weighed, and 5 centimetres long by 0.20 to 0 2 
decimetres wide, is rolled so that the ends are as 
far asunder as possible. It would be even pre- 
ferable to fold it fan form. giving the foldsa 
width of 2 to 3 millimetres. This strip is put ina 
precipitating vase and submerged with anhy- 
Crous ether. The ether is shaken several ties, 
decanted, and the dregs of the substances are 
violently shaken from the glass. By repeating 
the operation from four to eight times, the ex 
haustion of the paper is complete, and the water 
should penetrate easily to all parts of the paper. 
The strip is then dried at 100° and weighed 
in a closed tube; a weighing has also taken 
place before the treatment. The differences of 
weights gives the quantity of extracted mat- 
ter. On evapurating the ether the liberated 
rosin remains. Still, it often contains traces of 
alumina. If we treat the rosin with ammonia 
it dissolves, the resinate of alumina remains in 
the form of a yellowish powder.

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A Paper Bag Decision.

The Union Paper Bag Machine Company vs. 
Pultz & Walkley Company. \ 

1. Testimony offered by the defendants respecting a 
prior rejected application of a third person, the 
use of his invention, and his prior knuwledge of 
the thing patented, is not admissible in a suit in 
equity to show that the patentee was not the orig- 
inal inventor, unless the facts which such testi- 
mony tends to prove are mentioned in the auswer. 

2. Knowledge of prior experiments by another will 
not defeat the claim of a patentee to an iavertion, 
if it appears that after those experiments were 
abanduned he first perfected the invention and 
adapted it to actual use; but he will not bean 
original inventor if his knowledge derived from 
abandoned models or experiments was sufficiently 
definite and clear to enable him to construct the 
improved device wich was the subject of his al- 
leged invention. 

3. A model and rejected application of a third per- 
son, and the patentee’s knowledge of the same, 
are admissible to show the circumstances con- 
nected with the invention and the state of things 
existing at the time, in order to enable the court to 
understand the subject matter of the patent and 
to aid in its construction. But the patentee 
has the right to 1ake up the improvement at 
the point where it was left by his predeces- 
sor; and if, by the exervise of his own inven- 
tive skill, he is successful in first perfecting and 
reducing to practice the invention which his prede- 
cessor undertook to make, is entitled to the merit 
of such an improvement as an original inventor. 

4. If he is an origit.al inventor of the improvement, 
he is entitled to the benefit of unsubstantial varia- 
tions and modifications of his invention, notwith- 
standing such modifications may run into and 
include forms of mechanism shown in the aban- 
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doned experiments of which he had Seanindn side of the bag, the two end-flaps are likewise 


Provided, the invention is properly claimed and 
set forth in his specification. 

5. The construction which wou'd otherwise be given 
to a patent ought not to be varied in order to con- 
form to the testimony of a patentee and former 
owner, whereby he undertakes to restrict the in- 
vention within a narrower compass than that which 
oa had previously shown in the specification. 

. The patentee, having described his invention and 
* aoan its principles, and claimed it in that form 
which most perfectly embodies it, is. in contem- 
plation of law. deemed to claim every form in 
which his invention may be copied, unless he mani- 
_. Sente an intention to disclaim some of these forms. 

. A patent for a five-blade paper-bag cutter, which, 
” without waste, forms a central projection at one 
end and a corresponding recess at the other end of 
a bag-sheet, so that the central projection at one 
end and the side projections at the other end con- 
stitute the top and bottom of the bag, is infringed 
by the use of a five-blade paper-bag cutter, with 
additional parallel knives. 80 operating as to form, 
by the removal of parts of the paper, central pro- 
jections at both ends of the bag-sheet. 

8. Such a patent is infringed by the use of a three- 
blade bag-cutter having the central blade about a 
bag’s length in advance of the side blades. 

9. The device covered by the patent involves inven- 
tien and not mere mechanical skill 

SHIPMAN, J.: 


This is a bill in equity, founded upon the al- 
leged infringement by the defendants of the first 
claim of letters patent, dated July 12, 1859, 
which were granted to William Goodale for i im- 
provements in machinery for making paper 
bags. Said letters patent were extended for the 
term of seven years from July 12, 1873. The 
patentee, on July 14, 1873, assigned all his inter- 
est in the patent to the Union Paper Bag Ma- 
chine Company. The other plaintiffs are the 
exclusive licensees of said assignees to use the 
improvement within certain territory, including 
the State of Connecticut. 

The answer denies that the patentee was the 
original and first inventor of the alleged inven- 
tion; and also denies that, upon any proper con- 
struction of the patent, the defendants have in- 
fringed; and avers that the patent was surrep- 
titiously and unjustly obtained for that which 
was in fart invented by another, who was 
using reasonable diligence in adapting and per- 
fecting the same; and that the alleged improve- 
ments were not the product of inventive ingenu- 
ity, but were due to mechanical skill merely. 

The specification says that the invention which 
is the subject of the first claim consists: 

In making the cutter, which cuts the paper from 
the roll or piece, of the peculiar irregular form here- 
inafter described, whereby it is c wsed, by the opera- 
tion by which it cuts the paper from the roll or piece, 
to give it form hereinafter specified, which permits 
it, without further cutting out, to be folded intoa 
bag. 

The form of the cutter will be understood by 
the following representation of the cut which is 
made in the paper: 
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By the stroke of the cutter a projection is left 
in the centre of one end of the blank, which 
forms, when the side lips are folded together, a 
lap to cover the mouth of the bag. A depres- 
sion is left in the centre of the other end of the 
blank. When the side lips of the blank are 
folded together they lap over to make the seam 
down the middle of one side of the bag, and the 
two projections at the lower end of the side lips 
combine, when folded on the opposite side to the 
central seam, to form a lap, and thus to make 
the bottom of the bag. The top flap is upon the 
seam side of the bag, and the bottom flaps are 
upon the reverse side. 

The first claim of the patent is for— 

Making the cutter which cuts the paper from the 
roll or piece of the form herein described, that in 
cutting off the paper it also cuts it to the required 
form to fold into a bag, without further cutting out. 

The cutter which was used by the defendants 
prior to the commencement of the suit is of the 
annexed form: 


It appears, by a stipulation of the parties, 
that afterwards the 

Defendants employed cutting devices like those 
previously employed, so far as they removed side 
pieces of paper f.om the roll, and then severed the 
paper by a straight cutter near the end pasting de- 
viee, and a bag’s length in advance of the side cutters 
above referred to. 

The effect of either syst>m of the defendants’ 
cutters is to cut a projection at the centre of 
each end of the blank. When the two side lips 
are folded over to form acentral seam down one 


folded over upon the same side, and form, re- 
spectively, the top and bottom of the bag, and 
thus all the seams are upon the same side. The 
Goodale cutter produces no waste. The paper 
which is severed between the two blades, at the 
right and left extremities of the defendants’ 
cutter, is a waste piece of paper. 

As in many other cases, the question of in- 
fringement depends much upon the construction 
which is given to the patent. The defendants 
insist that, properly construed, the first claim is 
for a knife having five planes for producing the 
blank described in the patent, without waste of 
material—that is to say, a blank in which the 
two lower ends of the side lips combine to form 
the bottom lap, or a blank having a projection 
at one end, and a corresponding depression at 
the other end. 

In order to ascertain the proper construction 
of the patent it is important to know the na- 
ture and extent of the invention which was 
made by the patentee. Upon the question of 
novelty, the defendants have not relied upon 
any of the devices or patents which are men- 
tioned in the answer, but they say, first, 
that William Goodale, the patentee, borrowed 
the invention from his brother, E. W. Good- 
ale, who is not named in the answer; and 
secondly, that if the E. W. Goodale machine 
cannot be used as an anticipatory invention to 
defeat the patent, it can properly be used to 
show the state of the art at the time of the 
William Goodale invention. 

On July 25, 1856, E. W. Goodale, the 
brother of the patentee, made an applica- 
tion for a patent for an improvement upon 
a bag-machine, which he had theretofore 
invented, which application was rejected. A 
small model containing the alleged improve- 
ment was sent to the Patent Office. This model 
contained the same form of cutter, the ‘three 
cutter method,” which is now used by the 
defendants. E. W. Goodale never constructed a 
machine of full size like his model, and never 
made or sold bags like those which could have 
been made upon such a machine. William 
Goodale worked for his brother from 1854 or 
1855 to 1859 or 1860, and knew of the model and 
the invention which was specified in the rejected 
application, and testifies that bis (William's) ob 
ject in shaping his knife was to cut the paper 
without waste. E. W. Goodale purchased the 
William Goodale patent, and constructed ma- 
chines like those described therein, and manu- 
factured bags upon such machines. It does not 
appear that he ever undertook to perfect his 
model after the application was rejected. His 
idea was never reduced to practice, and was 
never embodied in an operative machine; and, 
upon the rejection of his application, he seems 
to have abandoned his inchoate invention, and 
afterward to have manufactured bags under the 
subsequent patent of his brother. 

About a year after the rejection of the applica- 
tion William Goodale first thought of attempt- 
ing to construct a new machine. 

Seasonable objection was made by the plaint- 
iffs to the admission of this testimony, if it was 
offered to prove that the patentee was not the 
original inventor of the thing patented, upon 
the ground that neither the invention of E. W. 
Goodale nor his use of the invention, nor his 
name as one who had a prior knowledge of the 
thing patented, were mentioned in the answer. 
It has frequently and uniformly been held that 
such testimony is not admissible to show that the 
patentee was not the original inventor of the 
thing patented. (Agawam Co. v. Jordan, 7 
Wall., 583; Railroad Co. v. Dubois, 12 Wall, 
47.) But as the testimony is relied upon in 
order to affect the construction of the patent, it 
is necessary to state what it proves. The E. W. 
Goodale model was an experiment which rested 
in theory alone, and was never reduced to prac- 
tice, or brought into use, and was abandoned by 
the alleged inventor. 

If an alleged prior invention was only an experi- 
ment, and was never perfected or brought into ac- 
tual use, but was abandoned and never revived by 
the alleged inventor, the mere fact of having unsuc- 
cessfully applied for a patent, therefore, cannot take 
the case out of the category of unsuccessful experi- 
ments. (The Corn-Planter Patent, 23 Wall., 18.) 

It is, however, said that William Goodale knew 
of this model and of this invention before he 
commenced his own experiments, and therefore 
he was notan original and independent inventor. 
Knowledge of prior experiments by another 
will not defeat the claim of the patentee to an 
invention if it appears that, after those experi- 
ments were abandoned, he first perfected and 
adapted the invention to actual use; but he will 
not be an original invencsor, and his claim to 
originality will be defeated if the knowledge or 
information which he derived from the aban- 
doned moilels or experiments was sufficiently 
definite and clear to enable him to construct the 
improved thing which was the subject of his 
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alleged invention. (Washburn vs. Gould, 3 
Story, 122; Judson vs. Moore, 1 Fish, 544; Pitts 
vs. Hal., 2 Blatchford, 229.) 

It is plain that the cutter of William Goodale 
was, in its completed and perfected state, a sim- 
pler and more economical cutter than the one 
shown in the E. W. Goodale model. It proved 
that the patentee had exercised invention. Hav- 
ing attained success by such exercise, and by 
bis skill and ingenuity, he was entitled to the 
position of an original inventor, and he right- 
fully obtained a patent for his improvement. 

Admitting this to be true, the defendants now 
ask, What was his improvement? and they say 
that the modvl and the rejected application of 
E. W. Goodale, and the patentee’s knowledge of 
his brother’s invention, so far as it had pro- 
gressed, are important facts showing the state 
of the art at the date of the patentee’s invention, 
and showing that his actual invention was of a 
very limited character. Such facts are admissi- 
bie to show the circumstances connected with 
the invention and the state of things existing at 
the time, and thus to enable the court to under- 
stand the subject-matter of the patent and to 
throw light upon its proper construction, and 
may be very important. The patentee is not, 
however, necessarily limited in his patent to the 
narrow field between the model of his predeces- 
sor and his own perfected machine, for his in- 
vention may have actually covered a wider 
field, and may have included the territory which 
the previous investigator undertook to occupy 
and abandoned. The patentee has the right to 
take up the improvement at the point where it 
was left by his predecessor, and if, by the exer- 
cise of his own inventive skill, he is successful in 
first perfecting and reducing to practice the in- 
vention which his predecessor undertouk to 
make, is entitled to the merit of such improve- 
ment as an original inventor. (Whitely v. 
Swayne, 7 Wall. 685.) And if he is an original 
inventor of the improvement he is entitled to 
the benefit of unsubstantial variations and modi- 
fications in form of the principle of his inven- 
tion, notwithstanding such modifications may 
run into and include the forms of mechanism 
shown in the abandoned experiments of which 
he had knowledge, provided the invention is 
properly claimed and set forth in his specifica- 
tions. 

To the testimony of the patentee, that his ob- 
ject in sbaping his knife “‘was to cut the paper 
without waste, without any reference or view to 
my brother’s machine any way,” I do not give 
much weight if the answer is construed to mean 
that his sole or main object was to cut the paper 
without waste. Undoubtedly one object was to 
avoid waste; but the patentee, in his specifica- 
tion, gave a wider scope to his inveniion. Noth- 
ing is said in the patent in regard to cutting the 
paper without waste. I am not willing to vary 
the construction which woul: otherwise be 
given to a patentin order to conform to the 
declarations of a patentee and former owner, 
whereby he undertakes to restrict the invention 
within a narrower compass than that which he 
had previously stated in the specification. 

Giving to the new testimony in regard to the 
state of the art its appropriate weight, I think 
that the invention of William Goodale was not 
simply a knife which would cut without waste, 
or which would produce the exact form of blank 
described in his specification, but that his plan 
asan inventor is that which was stated in the 
opinion of the Supreme Court upon this patent: 

Evidence of a satisfactory character is exhibited 
to show that the assignor of the complainants was 
the first person to organize an operating machine to 
make paper bags from a roll of paper in the flat 
sheet by a transverse cut across the same with a 
knife having five planes, so that the blanks, so called, 
when cut and folded, will present a paper bag of the 
form and description given in the specifications and 
drawings of the patent. (Paper Bag Machine Com- 
pany v. Murphy, 13 Official Gazette, 366.) 

The thing invented was an organized machine, 
having a cutter of five planes, which, by a trans- 
verse cut across 4 roll of paper in the flat sheet, 
cut the paper into the required form to fold into 
a paper bag without further cutting out, the 
form of the blank being substantially the form 
given in the specification. The form of the 
knife must be substantially the peculiar irregu- 
lar form which was described. It must have 
the specified effsct—that is, it must cut the 
paper into the form substantially specified, so as 
to be folded into a bag without further cutting 
out. 

The exact form of the Goodale blank when 
it was cut anil before it was folded was not 
of the essence of the invention, provided it 
could be folded without further cutting out into 
a paper bag of the ordinary form, Otherwise, 
the patentee, who was the pioneer in the art of 
making paper bags from a roll of paper in the 
flat sheet, by a transverse cut across the same 
with a knife having five planes, had limited him- 
self, not only to a knife of the peculiar irregu- 
lar form, but to a knife which should produce a 
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blank of the precise shape before folding, which 
his knife produced. 


Neither did the patentee confine himself to a | - 


form of knife which should cut without waste. 
If another person should use a knife so near to 
the form of the patented knife as to embody its 
mode of operation, and to produce the same re- 
sult of cutting a tJank from a flat roll so that it 
could be folded without further cutting out, he 
would be an infringer, notwithstanding his 
knife did not accomplish the work to as good 
advantage as did the patented invention. 

The patentee having described his invention and 
shown its principles, and claimed it in that form 
which most perfectly embodies it, is, in contempla- 
tion of law, deemed to claim every form in which his 
invention may be copied, unless he manifests an in- 
tention to disclaim some of these forms. (Winans v. 
Denmead, 15 How., 330 ) 

The defendants’ knife has the five planes of 
the Goodale knife, with an additional parall-] 
blade at each end of the cutter. The effect of 
these two parallel blades is to make the same 
projection at the top of the blank which the 
Goodale knife makes, but by cutting out a waste 
piece of paper to make also a projection at the 
other end of the blank, which forms the bottom 
flaps; whereas the Goodale knife makes a de- 
pression, and the two end lips are turned over to 
make the bottom of the bag. The substance of 
the invention, the irregular form of the Goodale 
cutter which cuts the paper into the required 
form to fold into a bag without further cutting 
out, is found in the defendant's knife. 

The office which is formed by the cutter in 
such machine is substantially the same, and the 
variations in form or in function do not carry 
the principle of either cutter. If the E. W. 
Goodale knife had been the first perfected inven- 
tion, the William Goodale knife, which omitted 
a parallel blade, and thereby effected a small 
saving in stock, would have heen a patentable 
improvement, but would have been subsidiary to 
the original invention. The def+ndant’s cutter, 
by cutting out a projection on each end of the 
blank, produces a bag which has a neater ap- 
pearance that its rival has; but the work is done 
in substantially the same way, and by substan- 
tially the same means, and the result is sub- 
stantially the same. 

Stress is laid upon the argument that the 
Goodale machine is organized in all its parts 
with reference to the fact that the cutter is one 
which makes.a projection at the top, and an ex- 
cavation at the buttom, of the blank, and thus 
the fold of the bottom of the bag is upon the re- 
verse side from the fold of the top. This is true; 
but this fact does not establish the defendants’ 
position, that the essence of the Goodale inven- 
tion was the exact form of his cutter. He had 
made a decided advance in the art, and his in- 
vention gave Lim a right to claim a cutter of 
substantially the form which he invented, not- 
withstanding the fact that the other parts of 
his machine, which turned and pasted the 
bottom flaps, were arranged with reference 
to the peculiar form of his blank. The de- 
fendants do not escape from the charge 
of infrigement by the fact that, in order to 
accomplish the results attained b~ parts of 
the plaintiffs’ machine other than the cutter, 
those parts had to be modified in order to meet 
the change which they made in the form of the 
cutter. 

The defendants next insist that their ‘‘ three- 
cutter method” is not within the patent, even if 
the knife which they used at the commencement 
of the suit is an infringement. 

After a preliminary injunction had restrained 
them from the use of the knife as original!y con- 
structed, the defendants moved the central cut- 
ting portion of the knife about a bag’s length in 
advance of side cutters. This was a mere change 
of position, and was not a change of substance, 
and produced no new result. 

It is not nevessary to consider the defense, that 
the patentee surreptitiously and unjustly ob- | 
tained the patent for that which was in fact in- 
vented by E. W. Goodale, as there is no evidence 
that he was using any effort to adapt and per- 
fect his invention; and he had in fact given up 
all attempts to perfect it before the patentee 
took up the subject of the improvement. 

The remaining defense is, that there was no 
invention in the cutter, but that the improve- 
ment was an exercise of mechanical skill only. 
The history of the art of paper-bag manufacture 
and of the various patents which have been 
granted for paper-bag machines, shows that this 
is a theoretical defense. As a matter of fact, 
there was invention. The inventor was required 
to make a knife which should cut from a roll of 
paper in the flat sheet, by one cut, a blank 
which could be folded in a bag without further 
cutting out. That had not b-en done before, 
‘although paper-bag machines are old and have 
been constructed by many persons, and in vari- 
ous forms, for more than twenty years, and with 
more or less utility.” (Paper Bag Machine Co. 
v. Murphey, cited supra.) 

There should be a decree for an injunction, 
and an accounting in respect to the first claim.

Business dces not improve. I do not think it 
will until the summer, now. I am afraid that 
paper-makers will havea sorry year of it this 
year. I hearof nothing but competition and 
ruinously low prices. The low class paper-mak- 
ers must be at their wits’ end to know how to 
keep body and soul together, and from what I 
can gather, even fresh foreign competition is 
threatenirg. If the firms who are at present con- 
templating an inroad here upon our paper trade 
mean business, there will be some severe work 
before long. Competition on a hap-hazard prin- 
ciple isof no use. It merely damages the trade 
and ends in suicide. Where, however, the enemy 
plans the campaign skillfully, after much exam- 
ination and due reconnoitring of the position, the 
trial is likely to be severe. I don’t think, con 
sidering the price of wages, that our paper-mak- 
ers can stand any lower prices, so I am some- 
what curious to know what will be the result, 
should a properly organized system of foreign 
competition be inaugurated. My own opinion is 
that foreign papers can’t live here. Foreign 
papers are very well as a makeshift or a handle 
to turn the screw once round and make sellers 
yield a trifle. But I don’t think there is suf- 
ficiant uniformity, to say nothing of strength 
and color, in foreign papers. Some of the Ger- 
man and Austrian writings (colored) have had 
good times here just for a short period, until 
our home makers dropped prices to meet them. 
The Austrian colored writings are certainly very 
fair, especially for 5d. and 6d. papers, but they 
are scarcely the papers that sell here for writ- 
ings. They have not the attractions of our own 
papers. There is yet plenty of room for writing 
makers to move about; it is the news and print- 
ings which are so tightly pinched. What with 
present prices and foreign papers I really think | 
we shall have common news selling at 2d. before 
six months are out. The trade is cut up by what 
are called job lots, but which, in reality, are par- 
cels of consignment, made to sell. 

The cheapness of paper naturally affects the 
fibre markets to someextent. Rags remain tol- 
erably firm and steady at former prices. Waste 
papers are quiet and slow. Prices are much 
lower than represented by dealers in their quo- 
tations. In fact, it is only when real business is 
done that you can get at the prices. Last week | 
I gave a price for old ledgers—a figure which I 
got from a dealer. The same goods were offer 
ed for sale by another dealer at 2s. per cwt. less. 
This makes me very chary about giving prices. 
Paper makers must not attach much import- 
ance—in fact, none whatever—to what is known | 
as a market report containing quotations. I am | 
fully aware of the difficulties attending the pro- 
vision of a market report, but I only give prices

from invoice now. You will have noticed that 
on several occasions I have omitted prices. The 
reason is, because I have seen no sales. When 
rags are sold at a certain figure, that quotation | 
can be depended upon. I append prices of this 
week’s doings. 


Mill news is scarce. I hear very little of what 


is going on. Things seem to slide along in the 
same style. Economy is rigidly practiced so far 
as is possible. The felts and wires have not de- 


creased in price, it is true, but there are s2veral 
foreign houses busy offering their specialties in | 
these two articles. Up to the present time, no 
change has been made by our felt-makers in | 
price, nor will there be any. I think so far as | 
woolen felts are concerned our makes are unap 
proachable. In fact, we have a large export 
trade, as I shall be able, in due time, to convince 
your readers. Wires I don’t know very much 
about, but I can say this safely, that the prices 
will not go any lower. Manufacturers have had

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Wood Fibre. 


Some facts concerning wood fibre and its 
manufacture are given in the following dialogue 
between a reporter and well-known correspond- 
ent of THE JOURNAL: 

REPORTER. —Chemical wood pulp is becoming 
a favorite fibre with paper manufacturers, is it 
not ? 

Papyrus.—Yes; and it ought to. It is clean, 
whice and strong, and holds size well, but I object 
te the name. Wood ground in water by means 
of a grinistone, is rightly named wood pulp, 
because it is wood ground toa pulp. You may 
wash it and refine it as much as you please, it is 
still wood pulp. It is nota fibre; whereas wood 
subjected to the action of certain chemicals is 
divided, the anti-cellulose combining with the 
chemicals leaves the cellulose nearly pure. This 
cellulose is the fibre of the wood, and is as truly 
and honestly a fibre as is the cellulose of cotton 
and linen. Wood fibre wou'd, therefore, be a 
true, descriptive and convenient name for it. 

R.—There is something in a name, then ?# 

P.—Certainly. Talk to a paper-maker about 
wood pulp and he immediately thinks of a flimsy 
sheet of news print that must be touched gently 
and handled with care; whereas the spruce fibre 
stands next to manilla rope for strength, and is 
now used in the manufacture of flour sack paper 
and tissue manilla. 

R.—I can hardly believe that. 

P.—Well, seeing is believing, and feeling is 
the naked truth. Here isa piece of paper that 
is pure spruce cellulose; there is neither size nor 
alum in it, look at it, and feel it, and pull it, 
and make sure of its strength before you put 
this in print. 

R.—It is strong, and I can now believe what 
you say of it; but it is both difficult and danger- 
ous to manufacture it, is it not ? 

P.—No, not necessarily so, At first it was 
considered necessary to use 200 pounds steam 
pressure, but now 140 is the highest I hear of. 
One hundred and twenty is commonly used, and 
some of the nicest fibre I have made was with 
pounds pressure. Now, with boilers tested 
up to 300 pounds it is surely perfectly safe to 
carry 90 pounds, In regard to the difficulty, if 
you have the requisite knowledge and give care 
and attention to the work it is quite easy to 
manage. The wood is boiled, washed and 
bleached just as easily as rags, and in a shorter 
time. 

R.—But you know they had a singular ex- 
plosion at one of these mills out West but a few 
weeks ago. 

P.—That was what we call the reclaimer 
where the ash is recovered. I used frequently to 
have small explosion: in the reclaimers that 
would make a slight report and throw the doors 
open, but never had anything serious. Consider- 
ing, however, that where slight explosions take 
place there is danger of their becoming serious I 
gave considerable attention to the matter, and 
soon discovered the cause, which being removed 
the explosions ceased. We have had no sign of 
the shooting, as the men called it, since then, 
more than a year ago. 

R.—Can you make a good fibre from saw- 


dust ? 
P.—I have never tried it; but I see no reason 











why it should not make a good fibre. It would 
not be so longas that made from the wood; but 
pine sawdust would make a much longer and 
stronger fibre than poplar wood. It would be 
necessary to clean the logs before sawing, and to 
keep the sawdust clean. 

R.—Can paper be madeentirely of wood fibre? 

P.—Yes; a proportion of spruce and poplar, or 
spruce alone, will make paper suitable for some 
purposes, but it is generally used with rags or 
other paper stock in such proportions as will 
make the paper desired.

Mexican Duties on Paper. 


The Mexican Trade Journal says: ‘‘ The next 
session of Congress will open on the first day of 
April, and in the interim it is incumbent upon 
every typographical establishment of this coun- 
try which has any idea of printing books or 
periodicals, to devote attention to that revenue 
item which virtually prohibits the printing and 
publication of books in Mexico. We refer to the 
exorbitant duty on printing paper, which varies 
from 7 to 43 cents per kilogramme 

“The amount of duty annually collected on 
printing papers is very small, and it would be 
difficult to explain the motive for this prohibit- 
ory tariff if it were not suggested—as it no doubt 
was—by our few paper manufacturers with 
their contracts abroad, protected as they still 
are by high freights, by steam and railway 
charges, concessions, &c., without even count- 
ing the benefits of exchange, which may be 
quoted at 25 per cent., and which, in itself, is a 
handsome return to the manufacturer. 

** We know that good workmen can be obtained 
here at 50 cents per day—as skillful at least as 
those who in other countries might command $2 
per day; and as tathe raw material, quoting the 
words of Siir. Zamacona in the United States: 
*‘ Mexico can produce and furnish an unlimited 


| quantity of the best material in the world for 


the manufacture of paper, and at three cents 
per pound.’ 

‘Whence, then, comes the high price of a useful 
article, inappropriately called paper, which is 
sold in Mexico? Whence the necessity of a pro- 
tective tariff? For what reason should those 
few wealthy ones be protected—thanks to 40 
years of patronage—to the detriment of the 
many, who are poor because of this discrimina- 
tion ? 

‘* As there exist some 500 printing establish- 
ments in this country, which employ about 
5,000 workmen, as against the capital and, say, 
300 employées in the six paper factories, it is 
clearly to be seen upon whom reflect the onus 
of the tariff. 

‘If it be the part cf law to protect the interests 
cf the majority of the people, we should say, let 
it abolish the duties on paper and protect the 
printers against this monopoly of forty years’ 
standing; let it give some assistance to the 
printers of Mexico who are struggling against 
those of Europe and the United States. 

**God helps those who help themselves; there- 
fore every printer, editor, and proprietor of a 
periodical should make it a point to confer with 
the respective Deputies and Senators of their 
districts before the April opening of the Ses- 
sions, and endeavor to obtain from them a 
,r mise to vote in favor of the importation of 
paper free of duties, thus becoming the advo- 
cates of peace, education and prosperity, and 
placing Mexico in the vanguard on the roll of 
nations.”

W oolwor!h & Graham had forwarded to them, 
yesterday, by the State Department at Washing- 
ton, from the Commissioner General of the Paris 
Exhibition, for their paper exhibit on that occa- 
sion, four gold medals awarded to the Holyoke 
Paper Company, Byron Weston, the Hurlbut 
Paper Company, and the Phenix Card and Paper 
Company. The medals are all very finely exe- 
cuted, and with the exception of the inscription 
are similar.

Sir Humphry Davy made the following strik- 
ing observations when commenting on the ad- 
vantages of machinery: ‘‘ There is this immense 
benefit in machinery, that it carries on those 
operations which debase the mind and injure the 
facuities. A man by constantly performing the 
same operations becomes unfit for any other. 
Machinery requires attention, intellectual ex- 
ertion, and bodily labor of various kinds.” 


The medical faculty of Rome have asserted 
that Ceesolpinus described the capillary vessels 
as connecting the arteries with the veins; but 
that was clearly impossible without the aid of 
the microscope, which Cornelius Drebbel, a 
Dutchman, first exhibited in London in 1620, but 
neither did Harvey complete his discovery in all 
its parts by the demonstration of the capillaries. 
To Malpighi the honor is dve of discovering the 
capillaries of the lungs by the aid of colored in- 
jections and the microscope. 


A new insulating compound, said to be well 
adapted for covering telegraph wires, 
simply of the refuse of ozokerit, a fossil found in 
Russia, mixed with india rubber and gutta 
percha. It is impossible to break or crack this 
by fair treatment, and it is unaffected by any 
temperature below that which approaches its 
melting point. While its insulation is about 
equal to that of gutta percha, its conducting ca- 
pacity isless. It can be furnished at about half 
the cost of gutta percha.

Franklin Wyman is rebuilding his paper mill 
at Westminster, Mass., which was burned a 
year ago, 

It is reported that another paper mill is to be 
erected at Holyoke. 


The Republican says that an effort is being 
made, and with a most excellent prospect of suc- 
cess, for the formation of a stock company to 
run a paper mill on the site of the Woronoco 
Mills, at Westfield, Mass., burned about a year 
ago.

It is figured that a capital stock of $5),- 
000 would put up a fine building and stock it 
with what machinery is needed beyond that al 
ready on hand, and leave $15,000 for working 
capital. Some $30,000 is said to be thus far sub- 
scribed, and the parties who have the ma'ter in 
hand are confident of getting the other $20,000. 
In case the mill is built Jere Horton and A. C. 
Jessup will be given charge of the business, 


Vernon Brothers & Co, have bought and paid 
for the Jessup & Laflin Company’s mill, at Rus- 
sell, Mass., and will start up the machines to- 
day. The price paid is understood to be $80,000. 
The firm is to be congratulated that it has been 
able to buy a property that cost about $250,000 
for about one-third. There is a grand water 
power, and a bountiful supply of pure spring 
water from the mountain for wash'ng the stock.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary sit- 
uaticn has been without essential change, the 
supply of capital seeking employment being 
very large, at low rates of interest. The diffi- 
culty experienced in loaning so as to afford a 
profitable return is reflected in the enormous ab- 
sorption of Government bonds and railway 
mortgages, the demand for which, from both 
large and small capitalists, is unabated. All the 
indications favor a continued easy working of 
the money market for some time to come, the 
accumulation of currency at this point having 
been on an unusually large scale for some weeks 
past. Borrowers on call have been supplied at 
2 to 4 per cent,, with the great bulk of the busi 
ness at the intermediate rate. The market 
closed with rates at 2!¢ to 34¢ per cent., and on 
Government bonds at 18 to 2 per cent. In dis- 
counts, prime mercantile paper sold at 4 to 

lg per cent. Quotations for commercial pa- 
per are as follows: Sixty to ninety days’ 
indorsed bills receivable, 4 to 4'¢ per cent.; 4 
months’ acceptances, 4 to5 per cent. ; good single 
names, 4 to 6 months, 5 to 6 per cent.; double 
name, 60-day paper, 4 to 44¢ per cent.; double 
name, 4 mouths, 4 to 5 per cent., and first class 
single name, 5 to 6 per cent. 

The Sterling Exchange market was firm in 
tone and rather active.

THE PAPER TRADE.—A small improvement 
has been noted since the month opened. This in- 
creased activity is only comparative, and would 
not be noticed in a busy season. For some time 
trade has been very spasmodic in its nature, 
periods of fair activity and almost a paucity of 
transactions succeeding each other at irregular 
intervals. The generai outlook shows few en- 
couraging signs of decided reaction before the 
summer months have passed and the fall season 
is reached. There is little new to speak of in 
Fine Writings. A fair amount of business is 
doing, mostly of a) ‘bbing character, with prices 
within the range of our quotations. There is a 
moderate export movement going on; the ship- 
ments being made principally to South America 
and the West Indies. Book Papers, both En- 
gine and Tub-sized are in a fair amount of call, 
although the medium and cheaper grades receive 
the greatest amount of attention, and prices re- 
main about the same. A city commission dealer 
seceived an order for four hundred reams low- 
grade Book to go to the West Indies, the price 
being 8!¢c. There are rumors of an offering of 
News on order at a fraction less than the same 
grade changed hands ata month ago. As far 
as can be learned the demand runs pretty 
evenly, with regular and fixed prices to the 
principal daily papers and other large con- 
sumers. Manillas are unchanged in price, 
but dealers report an increase in the num- 
ber of orders during the past week. The com- 
petition in this line of papers is so great that 
very low figures are named, and considerable 
variation is found in the quotations of different 
dealers. A very satisfactory trade is being done 
in Straw Boards, and the Jarge dealers seem to 
be handling considerable stock. This line will 
undergo a change next month, when the de- 
mand will slacken until the fall trade begins.

JUTE BUTTS.—The market during the past 
week has ruled quiet and steady, sales footing 
up abvut 1,000 bales, in lots, at 2c. tu 24c., 
cash and time. Our spot market closes steady 
at 2i<c. to 2/c., cash and time, for paper quality ; 
2%{c. to 2¢c. for best spinning Butts. Calcutta 
cables quote an advance in that market, and 
buyers at the advance. The Cashmere is an- 
nounced as arrived to-day with 3,678 bales, all 
reported bought by manufacturers to arrive, ex- 
cepting possibly 500 bales of good Bagging Butts. 
Futures are held at 2 3 I6c. to 2c. for ordinary 
Butts, but buyers seem to be scarce at anything 
over 2c. 

WOOD PULP.—A number of car loads of 
Pulp changed hands last week within the regu- 
lar line of prices previously mentioned, viz., 3c. 
for Combination, and 2'¢c. for Pulp made by 
outside parties. These are the fixed prices, but 
exceptional transactions occur at a shade less, 
the concession being made for short carriage 
and a plausible com mission. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Quiet is the ruling characteristic of this market 
at the present time. The few transactions which 
occurred during the past week were in very small 
lots. and too unimportant to record. Although 
business in this class of stock is so quiet values 
seem to hold their own very steadily, as the 
market on the other side continues firm and de- 
sirable stock is scarce. The sales embrace 15 
tons Beyrout Colors on private terms, 18 tons 
Scotch do. at 2!¢c., and 70 tons Beyrout and 
Egyptians within the previous range, 2)<c. to 
2%c.
